of the coffin box. All coffin boxes must be provided with at least four 
liandles. The physician's certificate and transit permit shall be handed 
to the passenger in charge of the corpse. The whole duplicate copy 
shall be sent to the official in charge of the baggage department of the 
initial line, and by him to the secretary of the State or provincial board 
of health of the State or province from which said shipment is made. 

Kut.E 7. When bodies are .shipped by express, a transit permit, as 
descrilied in Rule 6, must be made out in duplicate. The undertaker's 
certificate and paster of the original shall be detached from the transit 
permit and securely fastened on the coffin box. The phj-sician's cer- 
tificate and transit permit shall be attached to and accompany the 
expi'e.ss waybill covering the remains, and ))e delivered with the body 
at the point of destination to the person to whom it is consigned. The 
whole duplicate copy shall be sent liy the forwarding express agent to 
the secretary of the state or provincial board of health of the State or 
province from which said shipment was made. 

RuLK 8. Every disinterred body, dead from any disease or cause, 
shall be treated as infectious or dangerous to the public health, and 
shall not l)e accepted for transportation unless said removal has been 
approved by tlie State or ])rovincial health authorities having jurisdic- 
tion where sucii body is disinteri'cd, and the consent of the health 
autlioritles of the locality to which the corpse is consigned has first 
be<'n ol)tained; and all such disinterred remains, or the coffin or casket 
containing the same, nuist be wrapped in a woolen blanket thoroughly 
saturated with a I-IOOO solution of corrosive sublimate and inclosed 
in a hermetically soldered zinc, tin, or copper lined box. But bodies 
deposited in receiving vaults shall not be treated and considered the 
same as buried bodies, when originally prepai'ed by a licensed embalmer 
as denned in Rule 2 and as directed in Rule 2 or 3 (according to the 
nature of the disease causing death), provided shipment takes place 
within thirty days from the time of death. The shipment of bodies 
pi'cpared in the manner above directed by licensed embalmers from 
I'eceiving vaults ]nay ))e made within thirty days from time of death 
witiiout having to obtain permission from the health authorities of the 
locality to wiiich the body is consigned. After thirty days tlie casket 
or coffin box containing said body must be inclosed in a hermetically 
soldered box.

Illinois — BeUevUlr. — Two weeks ended November 21, 1903. Esti- 
mated population. 17,800. Total number of deaths, 1-1. No deaths 
from contagious diseases. 

Iowa — />«'.y ^loineH. — Month of October, 1!»03. Estimated popula- 
tion, 80,000. Total number of deaths, 53. No deaths fi"om contagious 
diseases reported. 

MiGHKiAN. — Reports to tlie State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended November 21, 1903, from 74 observers, indicate that influ- 
enza, intermittent fever, and diphtheria were more prevalent, and 
diarrhea, enteric fever, pleuritis, inflammation of bowels, scarlet 
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fever, dysenterj:', whooping- cough, cholera morbus, smallpox, and 
measles were less prevalent than in the preceding week. Meningitis 
was reported present at 1, whooping cough at 8, measles at 14, smallpox 
at 24, diphtheria at 44, scarlet fever at 69, enteric fever at 80, and 
phthisis pulmonalis at 184 places. 

The Monthh^ Bulletin says: There were 2,624 deaths reported to 
the Department of State for the month of October, or 98 less than the 
number returned for the preceding month. The death rate was 12.5 
per 1,000 population. Deaths by ages were as follows: Under 1 year, 
489; 1 to 4 years, inclusive, 185; 65 years and over, 766. There was 
a considerable decrease in deaths of infants and children, and a slight 
increase in deaths of elderl^^ persons, as compared with September. 

Important causes of death were as follows : Ttiberculosis of the lungs, 
190; other forms of tuberculosis, 35; typhoid fever, 90; diphtheria and 
croup, 78; scarlet fever, 7; measles, 3; whooping cough, 16; pneu- 
monia, 143; diarrhea and enteritis, under two j^ears, 173; cancer, 129; 
accidents and violence, 202. 

There was 1 death from smallpox, which occurred in the citjr of Hills- 
dale. Somewhat increased mortality was shown from tuberculosis, 
diphtheria and croup, and pneumonia. Typhoid fever caused 90 
deaths, as compared with 74 for the preceding month. There was a 
very large decrease in deaths reported from diarrheal diseases of chil- 
dren, and also a considerable diminution in the nrunber of deaths from 
cancer. 

Both urban and rural populations show less than the average mortal- 
ity from typhoid fever for the month of October. Cities with unusualljr 
high death rates were Grand Rapids, Bay City, Flint, Kalamazoo, 
Lansing, Port Huron, West Bay City, referring only to cities of 
10,000 population or upwards. 

Minnesota — Duluth. — Month of October, 1903. Census popula- 
tion, 52,969. Total number of deaths, 55, including diphtheria 1, 
enteric fever 9, and 6 from tuberculosis. 

Utah — Salt Lake City. — Month of October, 1903. Estimated popu- 
lation, 76,000. Total number of deaths, 50, including enteric fever 6, 
and 1 from tuberculosis.
